true Caufe whereof has been hitherto fo impe- 

netrable, that ‘tis no wonder we fee from time 
to time fome new Syftem, defign’d co explain that Phy- 
fiological Enigm. It may be faid, that Steno, Dr, Wilds, 
Mayow, Perrault, Borel, M. Bernoulli, and fome others, 
are the moft Confiderable Authors, who have undertaken 
to unfold that Myftery. Bue ic muft be confefs’d, that 
the moft folid and moft ingenious Enquiries of thofe 
Great Men, amount only to a mere Probability; which, 
far from convincing the Reader, raifes new Doubts and 
Difficulties , without offering any thing to refolve them, 
Two Obftacles, that are almoft infuperable, have hither- 
to prevented chat Difcovery, which is fo neceffary to fet 
in a fall Light the moft Confiderable and the moft Curi- 
ous Pare of the Animal Oeconomy. The firk Obftacle 
proceeds from this; viz. That notwithftanding the Help 
of the moft exquifite Microfeopes, we are fill ignorant 
of the incernal Structure of the motive Fibre, on which 
neverthelefs the whole Motion of the Mufculous Ma~ 
Chine depends, The other Inconvenience is, That we 
kaow as little the Liquid , commonly call'd Animal Spi-

Notwithftanding thofe Two Obftacles, which have 
rendes’d the Endeavours of fo many able Men unfuccefs- 
ful, Dr. Afirue refalved to try what he could do: And 
it muft be own’d, that wich the Help of feveral Anato- 
mical Experiments, and a Geometrical Method, he has 
carried the Explication of that Phenomenon to a degree of 
Probability, that comes very near Truth. His Differta. 
tion is divided into Three Parts. In the firft, he en- 

uires into the Caufe of the Motion of the Mufcles, In 
the Second , he examines by what Mechanilm the Ani- 
mal Spirits can move thofe Organs; and in the Third, 
he draws the Confequences arifing from that Mechanifm, 
and anfwers fome Objections. 


I. Dr. Afrue begins with an Anatomical Defcription 
of the Mufcle. Ics, fays he, a Compound of flefhy Fi- 
bres, the Extremities whereof being reunited, form on 
both Sides , a kind of Scring of a very itrong and clote 
Texture, call’d a Tendon. Each Mufcle is wrappd up in 
a Membrane, which penetrates into its Infide , and thro’ 
a valt Number of Subdivifions divides its Fibres into 
many Bundles of an Hexagone, {quare, triangular, Ge. 
Figure : So that what appears to the Sight a mere mufcu- 
lous Fibre, being viewed with a good Microfcope,fhews 
a Bundle of many Fibres cloathed with its owa Mem- 
brane, and divided into many other {mail Bundles. The 
Subftance of a Mufcle is furnifhed with Arteries, Veins, 
Nerves, and Lymphatick Veilels, diftributed into it 
thro’ many Ramifcations, Dr. Afruc looks upon the 
Tendons as mere Strings, uncapable of Contraction ; 
and pretends that there is no true Contra&ion, but in the 
flefhy Pare of a Mufcle. He is far from afcribing thar 
Contraftion, as Mayow does, to the membranous Fila- 
ments, which infinuate themfelves between the mufcu- 
lous Ribres ; and acknowledges no other Ufe of thofe 
Filaments, but that of informing the Animal by a painful 
Senfation, that an fome violent Motions the Contrattion 
of the Fibres becomes exceflive, and that they are im dan- 
ger of breaking. 

The Structure of a Mufcle being thus: explain’d., the 
Author enquires what Liquor communicates Motion to 
that Machine ; for he fuppofes,as a Truth which no body 
denies, that cltis Morion is the Effehof a Liquid, He 
is the more willing to afcribe it. tathe Animel Spirits ; 
becaufe, fays he, thet Opinion is fupported by the una- 
nitnous Confent of ali Authors, without excepting Srene 
himicif, whatever Mayen may ley to che contranye, 
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Te paly appears, that Dr. dfruc does not think it ne- 
ce 


ary to take notice of thofe, who abfolutely deny the 
Exiftence of Animal Spirits. He is fo fully perfwaded 
that thofe Spirits are fufficient for the Contraétion of 
the Mufcles, that he wholly excludes the Arterial Blood, 
to which feveral Authors afcribe an equal Share an that 
Contraction, going upon the Experiment of Steno, who 
affirms, thatghe defcending Artery of a living Dog can- 
not be tied under the Loins, without taking off the Mo- 
tion of all the Hinder- Parts of that Anima). 

The Author has verified that Experiment ; but he has 
difcover’d a Circumftance unknown to Steno ; viz. That 
the Hinder-Parts of the Dog lofe not only their Motion 
by that Ligature , but alfo all manner of Senfe ; tho 
every body owns, that the Nerve animated with its Spi- 
rits, is the only Organ of it. Dr. Aftruc took Occafion 
from thence to make new Reflexions upon the Caufe of 
that Phenomenon, and found it to be this ; viz. That the 
Ligature hindring the Qiftribution of the Arterial Blood 
into that Part of the Spinal Marrow, from whence pro- 
ceed the Nerves that fall into the Hinder-Parts of the 
Dog, it fufpends the Influence of the Spirits in thofe ve- 
ry Nerves; which Influence, according to the Author, 
receives no {mall Support from the Syftole or Contrattion 
of that Part of the Marrow, occafion’d by the beating of 
all che Branches of Arteries with which it is watered. 
This is fo true, that if the Artery be tied lower, fo that 
the Blood not being able to run in the Iliack Arteries, 
and in the Hypogaftrick. fiom whence it is convey’d in- 
to all the inferior Parts, has neverthelefs a free Motion 
in the Lumbary Arteries, which carry it to the Marrow 
of the Back-bone ; it happens that thofe inferior Parts, 
tho’ deprived of the Influence of the Arterial Blood , as 
in Steno’s Experiment , do neverthelefs preferve Motion 
and Senfe. Dr. Afruc takes Care to prevent fome Ob- 
je&tions , which thofe who maintain the oa om excited 
by the meeting of the Arterial Blood and the Animal 
Spirits, might raife againft the Confequence he draws 
from the Anatomical Faé& juft now mention’d; and he 
confirms that Fatt by fome otlier Experiments. 


If. Having endeavour'’d to prove, in the firft Part of 
this Work, that the Motion of the Mufcles wholly de- 
ends upon the Animal Spirits ; and that the Arterial 
lood has no Share in it ; he undertakes to fhew by 
what Mechanifm that Motion may be performed. There 
arifes a great Difficulty , grounded on the {mall Propor- 
tion between the Force that moves the Spirits, and the 
Refiftance it muft overcome in the Motion of the Muf- 
cles. No body can deny, fays the Author, that the Force 
with which the Spirits move, is very inconfiderable, fince 
the {malleft Impreffion, for inftance that of a Mote upon 
the Skin , being immediately felt, is capable of overco- 
ming that Force, by driving back a Column of Spirits 
towards the Brain, without which there would be no 
Senfation. On the other fide, one may judge of the great 
Refiftance that muft be overcome, by the manner how 
the Bones are articulated one with another, and how the 
Mufcles are adapted to them ; from whence it comes to 
pafs, that the latrer cannot raife an indifferent Weight , 
without exerting a prodigious Strength ; as it appears 
from Boredi’s Calculations, to which Dr. Afruc refers the 
Readers in part. However, he alledges fome Examples ; 
among others, that of the Delroid Mufcle; which, to 
pre an Arm horizontally firuated , and loaded about 
the Elbow with a Weight of 55 Pounds, muft exert a 
Strength equal to a Weight of 855 Pounds. 
To refolve this Difficulty , "tis neceflary to imagine in 
a Mufcle a Structure, that can infinitely multiply the 
Force with which the Animal Spirits are convey’'d into it : 
The Avythor goes about it in Two Chapters ; wherein he 
lays down feveral Anatomical , Philofophical , and Geo- 
metrical Lemma’s. He fuppofes in the fir place, that a 
Square Inch contains 36864 mufculous Fibres, in a dire& 
Situation, and twice as many when they are placed ob- 
liquely. 2. That thofe Fibres are only contraéted by 
their Lateral Dilation. 3. That each of thofe Fibres is 
— a Concatenation of Eljliptick Veficles. 4. That 
each Veficle receives the Animal Spirits thro’ a fmall 
nervous Conduit , that is peculiar toit. 5. That thofe 
Spirits exert their whole Strength againft all the Parts of 
the Veficle , which happen to be equal at the Entrance 
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of the {mall nervous Conduit ; and that one may fuppofe 
in the Coats of each Veficle 900 of thofe Parts , Which 


’ are-dilated by the whole Force of the Animal Spirits. 


6. That the Force which dilates each Veficle, is to the 
Refiftance that oppofes the Dilatation, as the breadth of 
that Veficle is to the half of its Height, dc. 

From whence it refults, that in the AGtion of the p,y. 
toid Mufcle , made up of a Colle€tion of twelve other 
Mufcles, each of which is half an Ench Square , and the 
Fibres whereof have an oblique Situation ; each of thofe 
Fibres, and each of the Veficles of which it confifts, ig 
in Equilibrium with a weight of Thirty Grains, fince the 
whole Mufcle (as has been faid) can hold up a Weight 
of 855 Pounds. But becaufe the Author admits in each 
Veficle 900 Parts which are dilated by the whole force of 
the Spirits contain’d in that Veficle , and becaufe he fy 
pofes befides, that the breadth of the fame Veficle dilated 
is fub-duplicate of the half of its height, it follows, that 
the pofitive Force of the Spirits, which run in that Veg. 
cle to dilate it, is equal to the Sixtieth Part of a Grain . 
and confequently thatthe total Force of the Spirits, which 
contraét the Deltoid Mufcle, is equal to the Weight of 
eight or nine Drachms. From whence one may ealily 
conclude, that a Power which naturally cannot hold up 
above an Ounce, and fomething more, is enabled by the 
womderful Mechanifm of a Mufcle to counter-balance a 
Weight of 855 Pounds. 

The Author, in order to confirm the Truth demon. 
{trated by him with refpe& to the Motion of the Muf. 
cles, viz. That a very inconfiderable Force may overcome 
a very great Refiftance, alledges fome Experiments , & 
mong others, that of a wet Rope, which fhrinking by a 
mere Introdu&tion of the Particles of Water, raifes the 
moft heavy Bodies. He alfo takes care to fhew , ina Ta- 
ble, what Proportion there is between the feveral De. 
grees, both of the Dilatation which the mufculous Ve 
cles undergo, and of the Refiftance of their Coats, and 
the Effore the Animal Spirits make to dilate them, 


Ilf. The laft part of this Differtation contains Four 
Chapters. In the firft, the DoGor undertakes to juftify 
Nature againft thofe, who might fay that fhe fhews little 
Wifdom and Skill in the Situation and Mechanifm of the - 
Mufcles, which fhe has difpofed in fuch a manner , that 
in order to overcome a {mall Refiftance, fhe muft exert 
very great Force ; that of 855 Pounds ( for inftance ) to 
move 55. The Author, without much infifting on the 
Reafons grounded upon the Neceflity of that Situation, 
or the outward Beauty of the Body, which did not allow 
Nature to take another courfe , applies himfelf to thew 
that the Intereft, Conveniency, and Prefervation of the 
Animal, required fhe fhould not ufe a different Mecha« 
nifm from that , which fhe ufes in the Morion of the 
Mufcles. Fot, by that means, fhe has not only confide. 
rably leffen’d the Contra&tion of the mufculous Fibres, 
and the Dilatation of their Veficles, but fhe has prevented 
too great a Diffipation of the Spirits; and by multiply. 
ing the Swiftnefs and Force of their Motion , fhe enables 
them to overcome a greater Refiftance. 

Dr. Aftruc fhews, in the IId Chapter , how the Stru- 
ure of the Mufcles is very proper to preferve the Spirits 
defign’d to move them ; and that ‘tis not without Reafon 
that Nature made rheir Fibres fo fmall, that they cannot 
be feen with the beft Microfcopes. It follows from the 
Prodigious thinnefs of the Texture of a Fibre, that the 
{malleft Quantity of Spirits is fufficient to dilate and con- 
tract its Veficles. The Author proves it by fome Geo- 
metrical Demonftrations. 

He endeavours to explain, inthe IIId Chapter, the Re- 
laxation of the Mufcles, which, fays he, muft be afcribed 
to the Reflux of the Spirits towards the Brain, or to their 
flowing through the Muticulous Veficles. He rejeéts the 
firft way, which, he thinks, would be attended with fome 
pain ; and rather chufes to keep to the fecond : He tmen- 
tions its various Circumftances, and ingenioufly explains 
its whole Mechanifim. 

Laftly, the Author examines, in the laft Chapter, the 
Experiment of Dr. Glifon, whereby that Anatomift pre- 
tends to have demonftrated that the Contraé&ion of 4 
Mufcle leffens its Bulk. This Extra& is fufficient to raife 
the Curiofity of the Readers: It will be fully fatisfied by 
reading the Book it felf.

XVth National Synod held at Montpellier in the 
Year 1598. 


Y Virtue of a Decree of the National Synod of 
Montauban, mention’d.in my laft Sheet , the Mini- 
fters preach’d, all over the Kingdom, againft the Infdelity 
and weak Faith of many married Men, which had occa- 
fion'd the Calamity brought upon them. Many Husbands 
groaning under the weight of fuch an Affliction , betook 
themfelves to Prayers and Fafting, in order to drive away 
the Charm. Their Wives joynd with them in thofe pi- 
ous Exercifes. But it appears from the following Decree, 
that chis Method had not the defired Effect. 


1. “ Upon the Queftion , Whether it be lawful 
to give a Certificate to thofe Men, who have a 
mind to marry out of their Churches, to avoid (/es 
Sortileges G les nowemens d'Eiguilletes ) being bewitch'd 
“ and difabled from performing the Duties of a married 
“ State ? The Sened fs of Opinion that fuch a thing 
“* ought not to be granted, and that they hall be exhorted 
not to entertain fuch Thoughts , which proceed from 
“* Unbelief or % Weaknefs. And therefore all the Faith- 
“* ful are admonifh’d to provide themfelves withthe Word 
of God, to overcome thofe Illufions by their Prayers, 
and to fhew a greater Refpe& for the Benedittion of 
their Marriage, than ufually.
